REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. H The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that omitting the remaining gear ratios would destroy the function of Oquri. However, if the function is mearlv 
to provide a functional transmission ratio between an input and output, the function is not destroyed. Output gear 23b serves 
as a forward and reverse output gear. If the remaining gears were omitted, the vehicle would still function. Oguri discloses 
more than applicant is currently claiming, but that does no preclude the use of the sub-teaching to cover the claims of the 
present invention. Also, in Col. 5. Oguri teaches of omitting a reverse gear since 23b serves as both the forward and reverse 
gear. Therefore, if only 1 forward ratio was needed, the remaining forward ratios could also be omitted. With regard to speed 
change device 33 being manually changed, in Col. 1. Oguri discusses the conversion of a manual transmission to an 
automatic (via actuators). The reverse process is inherently taught as well. A automatic to manual conversion would comprise 
of removing an actuator. Also, even if forward/reverse clutch 33 was converted to a manual clutch, the remaining clutches 
could still be automatic, thereby achieving the same function as before. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are 
not persuasive.
